Hoffa, Clay 
cases to get 
court review 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court ruled today that James R. Hoffa, 
imprisoned Teamsters union chief, and 
former heavyweight champion Cassius 
Clay are entitled to lower court review 
of their claims that they were victims 
of illegal federal eavesdropping. 
On the basis of its recent wiretapping 
decision, the Court also ordered simi­ 
lar rehearings in about 13 other federal 
cases. 
Despite the rehearing 
order, 
there was no indication that Hoffa, now 
serving an eight-year penitentiary sen­ 
tence, would be allowed his freedom 
while the lower court proceedings are 
conducted. 
Clay, convicted of refusing to report 
for draft induction, is free on bail pend­ 
ing outcome of his appeal. 
Today’s rulings stemmed from the 
Court’s controversial March 10 deci­ 
sion that government evidence based on 
illegal 
eavesdropping must be turned 
over to defense attorneys in its entirety 
if the direct conversation of the defen­ 
dant was overheard or his own premis­ 
es were bugged. 
In ordering the lower court action, the 
Court also rejected out of hand a govern­ 
ment appeal for reconsideration of the 
March 10 decision on grounds it would 
hamstring government national security 
surveillance activities. 
The Court commented in the rehear­ 
ing ruling for Hoffa and Clay that “ of 
course, a finding by the district court 
that the surveillance was lawful would 
make disclosure and further proceed­ 
ings unnecessary.” 
In other actions, the Court: 
— Re­ 
jected a Chicago appeal which challeng­ 
ed the customary practice of states to 
apportion their school expenditures on 
the basis of local property taxes. 
Mideast guns 
roar on front

Egyptian and Israeli heavy guns roar­ 
ed for the first time in six days across 
the Suez Canal today at a 72-mile-long 
front stretched from Port Refwik to 
the Bitter Lakes region. Both sides 
claimed the other started the shooting. 
In Amman, Jordanian m ilitary spokes­ 
men said Israeli and Jordanian troops 
fought a 70-minute machine gun battle 
today near the Sea of Galilee. 
They 
said there were no Jordanian casualties, 
but Israelis were seen “ removing three 
casualties from the incident site.” 
In the six-hour artillery duel across 
the Canal, Israel reported shelling the 
Suez Port area, site of Egyptian oil 
refineries.

SAIGON ( U PI) - The U.S. military

A front dispatch 
said U.S. Marines captured vast quan­ 
tities of Communist supplies. 
The first major allied offensive was 
announced last week, Operation Atlas 
Wedge.

North Vietnamese and Viet Cong in its 
first week of operation in the Michelin 
rubber plantation 45 miles northwest of 
Saigon. 
The second major offensive was an­ 
nounced Sunday — Operation Massa­ 
chusetts Striker which sent 3,000 U.S. 
paratroopers into the A 
Shau Valley, 
50 miles south of Khe Sanh, to break up 
a major Communist supply route into 
South Vietnam from the Ho Chi Minh 
trail in laos. 
Today’s 
operation was code-named 
Maine Craig and also was designed to cut 
off a major Communist supply route from 
Laos needed by the North Vietnamese to 
sustain their steadily growing offensive. 
The communist offensive sent mortar 
and rocket barrages today against

U.S. bases and South Vietnamese towns 
and cities. 
Allied military officials have predict­ 
ed an all out assault on Saigon, possi­ 
bly coordinated with a massive strike 
across the Demilitarized Zone. 
UPI correspondent David Iamb, with

Nixon. Trudeau pledge efforts 


to find better common ground 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on welcomed Prime Minister Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau today with a pledge to 
find “ A common ground better 
than 
either of us had before.” 
Nixon said Canadian • American rela­ 
tions were not characterized by “ a total 
unanimity of view which destroys crea­ 
tivity” but by a “ lively diversity.” 
The President said he and Trudeau 
would find themselves in agreement in 
most areas, and any differences they en­ 
countered would be “ between friends.” 
Trudeau replied that he was honored 
to visit Washington so early in the new 
Administration and looked forward to 
“ listening to your views” on interna­ 
tional affairs. 
“ We tend to face issues in a common 
way,” Trudeau said. 
Because of light rain and heavily over­ 
cast skies, the ceremonial welcome ori­ 
ginally planned for the Prime Minister 
on the White House south grounds had to 
be cancelled. A smaller version was held 
in the East Room. 
Trudeau, wearing his sparse hair 
combed forward napoleonic style, drew 
from one girl spectator the comment, 
“ He’s cute.” 
As the leaders met, the Soviet Com­ 
munist Party newspaper Pravda accus­ 
ed the Canadian prime minister oftying 
his nation to “ the United States war 
chariot.” The paper said Trudeau had 
given a “ foggy 
explanation” of Cana­ 
da's role in the U.S. 
safeguard anti­ 
missile system. 
The ABM issue and Canada’s 
drift 
toward recognition of Communist China 


threatened to cloud the Nixon - Trudeau 
talks. 
Although Trudeau has not yet taken a 
definite stand on the ABM question, mem­ 
bers of the opposition party in the Cana­ 
dian parliament have urged him to come 
out against the multibillion dollar de­ 
fense program. 
Opposition spokesmen are not happy 
about the fact that ABM missile sites 
are planned so close to the U.S.-Cana- 
dian border and they are fearful of radio- 
active materials that would be dispersed 
over Canada if and when an ABM were 
launched.

By ISA BELLE HALL 
WASHINGTON (U PI) — The Justice De­ 
partment today threatened Ling-Temco- 
Vought Inc. with a test antitrust suit 
in the Nixon administration’s first try at 
halting a trend toward mergers of dis­ 
sim ilar business giants. 
LTV, a Dallas-based conglomerate 
which may soon be one of the 10 big. 
gest companies in the nation, was told 
it will face an antitrust suit demanding 
it drop its holdings in Jones & Laughlin 
Steel Corp. 
Officials of LTV scheduled a private 
meeting today with Richard W. McLaren, 
the 
administration’s 
antitrust 
chief, 
to see if they can “ present a satisfac­ 
tory alternative” to the government’s 
threat. 
LTV is one of the nation’s supergiant 
conglomerates and one of the best known 
of the expanding enterprises. There 
have been fears in the Nixon admini^ 
tration that business could come under 
the tight economic domination of a few 
corporate giants if mergers continue. 
Current figures show that the nation’s 
200 biggest firms controlled 58 per cent 
of all manufacturing assets in 1967, 
A record 4,462 mergers, prim arily in- 
volving conglomerates, were < ompleted 
in 1968 — compared with 2,973 the 
year before. 
The Justice Department, in the middle 
of a quiet Sunday afternoon when all the 
stock markets were closed, announced it 
told LTV Saturday night it intended to 
file an antitrust suit demanding the Tex- 
as company divest itself of all interest 
in the Pittsburgh Corporation, the n*. 
tion’s sixth largest steel concern. 
The Justice Department said in a one- 
paragraph statement its first obiective 
was to prevent LTV from gaining con­ 
trol of the steel company's entire stock. 
LTV already owns 63 per cent of Jones 
& Laughlin stock and its tender offer for 
the remaining 37 per cent does not ex­ 
pire until 5 p.m.

And 
the governor dispatched the pub­ 
lic relations firm that engi­ 
neered his own 1966 guberna­ 
torial campaign. 
Miller picked up the endorse­ 
ments of Assembly minority 
leader 
Jess Unruh and San 
Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto, 
regarded as the most likely 
Democratic contenders for gov­ 
ernor in 1970. He won the sup­ 
port of U.S. Sen. Alan Cranston 
and state Sen. George Moscone, 
San Francisco.

In an interview a 
UPI newsman told him Reagan 
and GOP senators were count­ 
ing on him to win and provide 
the clear majority needed to un­ 
seat Burns. 
"They may be surprised," Ne­ 
jedly replied.

Miller, who if elected would 
be the youngest state senator in 
history, has allied himself with 
Moscone, leader of the “ young 
turks."

Nejedly has accused Miller of 
lacking maturity and experi­ 
ence. The Republican points to 
his own 22-year career in pub­ 
lic service-the last 10 as dis­ 
trict attorney.

Miller with “ ultra liberals" 
who are “ soft on campus agi­ 
tators.” 
But Miller, a burly 6-3, 240- 
pound jumbo edition of his bar­ 
rel-chested father, predicts the 
advertising will boomerang on 
Nejedly. 
He argued his age is not a 
handicap.

Because of the unusual amount 
of rainfall during the past two 
months, the County Health De­ 
partment is anticipating a wide­ 
spread infestation of mosqui­ 
toes throughout 
Santa 
Bar­ 
bara County by mid April, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Joseph T. Nar- 
do, Health Officer. 
“ We are asking for strong 
public cooperation in an early 
drive against the pests. Resi­ 
dents are asked to check their 
home and yard thoroughly to 
find out if they are raising 
mosquitoes," Dr. Nardo said. 
A small amount of standing 
water can produce hundreds of 
wigglers. These wigglers soon 
»» 9— ••••••— eeeeeee 
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turn into adult mosquitoes. la r ­ 
vae or wigglers may be found in 
water in a great variety of plac­ 
es, such as tin cans, saucers 
under potted plants, old tires, 
bird baths, 
watering troughs, 
drainage ditches, 
street gut­ 
ters, catch basins, creeks and 
tree holes —in short, any wat­ 
er that is allowed to stand for 
even a few days. 
If you find that you have wat­ 
er on your premises that might 
produce mosquitoes, you can 
(1) drain, empty, fill or seal 
off the water source, (2) stock 
your pools or ponds with mos­ 
quito - eating fish, or (3) with 
caution, treat the water with an 
insecticide when other meas­ 
ures are impractical. 
You 
can protect 
yourself 
from 
mosquito 
bites 
inside 
your home by screening win­ 
dows and doors, and outside 
your home by applying insect 
repellent to the exposed parts 
of your body. There are sev­ 
eral good insect repellents on 
the market. Those containing 
diethyltoyluamide

effective.

on label when using repellents.

James Kraemer, 50, a Pied­ 
mont realtor and insurance bro­ 
ker, told newsmen he objected 
to the appointments of James 
Farm er, a former national di­ 
rector of the Congress of Ra­ 
cial Equality, and Dr. Henry 
Kissinger, Harvard professor. 
Farm er, a Negro and a 1968 
Republican congressional can­ 
didate, was selected as assis­ 
tant secretary of health educa­ 
tion and welfare by HEW Sec­ 
retary Robert H. Finch. Kissin­ 
ger is Nixon’s special advisor 
for security. 
The CRA ended its annual 
state 
convention Sunday 
by 
adopting a resolution calling on 
Nixon to 
pick only persons 
“ identified 
with 
Republican 
principles" for top federal posi­ 
tions. 
The resolutions-although mod­ 
ified to refer to appointments 
from both “ minority and ma­ 
jority” groups—clearly was de­ 
signed to express opposition to 
Farm er’s selection. 
Delegate Ben Peery, a Los 
Angeles Negro, expressed dis­ 
appointment at seeing “ men 
like James Farm er” picked by 
Nixon when other members of 
minority 
races, 
including 
Peery, had “ supported Nixon 
down through the years.” 
Kraemer said he felt the se­ 
lection was “ a m istake.” 
“ I was not personally happy 
with it,” he said. “ I would have 
preferred to see another person 
appointed by Mr. Finch.” 
Asked about Kissinger, Krae­ 
mer responded: “ Here again, I 
was not happy with it. His af­ 
filiations in the past and his 
past performance I don’t feel 
are conducive with the princi­ 
ples of the Republican Party.” 
Kraemer, who told newsmen 
his brother was a member of 
the John Birch Society but he 
wasn’t, defeated William Ebert 
of San Francisco in the presi­ 
dential balloting. The vote was 
232-171.

resolution, which outgoing pres­ 
ident Tirso Del Junco said was 
telegraphed directly to Nixon 
Sunday touched one of two ma­ 
jor debates at the final conven­ 
tion session.

He made the comments in an 
interview released this morning 
Debt boost

Senate Republican Whip Hugh 
Scott of Pennsylvania said the 
Democratic - controlled Con­ 
gress could not be expected to 
approve Nixons original request 
to re jigger the debt bookeeping, 
which 
probably 
would 
have 
avoided the need for additional 
increases for seveal years. 
“ We 
are being repaid in 
proper coin of the political 
realm for years of opposing 
debt increases requested by 
Democratic presidents,” Scott 
told 
a group of newspaper 
publishers last week. 
“ I think we deserve what we 
are getting,” he said. 
Repubi leans in the House voted 
overwhelmingly 
for 
the in­ 
crease, the first time since the 
Eisenhower 
administration a 
majority ofRepublcanssupport­ 
ed such a bill. 
The House measure sets the 
temporary 
ceiling 
at 
$377 
billion. But that limit will drop 
back to a “ permanent” limit of 
$365 billion June 30, 1970. 
Treasury Department esti­ 
mates indicated the debt will be 
well over $365 billion in mid- 
1970 so the administration could 
not avoid requesting 
another 
boost next year. 
Nixon originally asked Con­ 
gress to change the bookeeping 
system to exclude from the debt 
about $80 billion the treasury 
owes government trust funds 
such as social security and 
highways.

Student strike leaders signed 
an agreement to end the strike 
last week with a select commit­ 
tee of six faculty members and 
administrators. They made am­ 
nesty for those arrested one of 
their key demands. 
However, acting Presidents.I. 
Hayakawa announced Saturday 
that “ There were no deals or 
understandings made that the 
recommendations (of the com­ 
mittee) would be accepted by 
m e.” 
Strike leaders said they were 
under the impression when they 
signed the agreement the com­ 
mittee had Hayakawa’s approv­ 
al of its recommendations, in­ 
cluding that of amnesty. 
The agreement, which has not 
been signed by the acting presi­ 
dent, states that police will be 
withdrawn from campus im­ 
mediately upon the restoration 
of peace.

Joseph Kasavubu, first presi­ 
dent of the Congo Republic, 
died today at Bom a, a town on 
the Atlantic Coast in the Cen­ 
tral Congo province, govern­ 
ment sources said. 
He was 56. 
The sources said Kasavubu 
had been ill for some time. 
Kasavubu retired to Boma in 
1965 after Gen. Joseph Mobutu 
overthrew his regime to become 
the new president. After disap­ 
pearing from the public scene 
Kasavubu also abstained trom 
all political activity. 
He 
was born in 1913 at 
Tshela, 
Central Congo pro- 
vice and became ttie leader of 
the Lower Congo Bas Congo 
population. 
In 
1954 he was 
elected president of the Assoc­ 
iation of the Bakongo Aboko 
group and 
transformed this 
ethnic and cultural movement 
into a political party. When 
Mobutu took power he suspend­ 
ed the movement.

hopeful of getting from $75,000 
to $100,000 per year in addi­ 
tional state money as a result 
of its just - completed special 
census, it was revealed today. 
The added revenues are on the 
basis of $5 per resident instate 
subventions from gasoline tax 
and motor vehicle property tax. 
Cities get $15 per resident. 
The special census figures 
are not now available. They are 
being processed in Sacramento 
by computers and will be certi­ 
fied about April 10, it is felt. 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
officials say they will be able 
to provide an accurate on-base 
figure about April 
1. Three 
cities — Santa Barbara, Santa 
Maria and Lompoc all had re­ 
cent census counts and are up­

County Planning Department 
officials conducting the special 
county census, which began Feb. 
17, and

Sirhan hypnosis tape 
may be played for jury

LOS 
ANGELES 
(UPI)-A 
tape recording of Sirhan B. 
Sirhan re-enacting under hyp­ 
nosis the assassination of Sen. 
Robert 
F. Kennedy—down to 
the squeezing of an imaginary 
trigger—may be introduced at 
his trial this week. 
The defense would like to of­ 
fer the recording into evidence 
to bolster its contention Sirhan 
was mentally ill when he shot 
Kennedy and therefore should 
not be sent to the gas chamber. 
The prosecution, in its quest 
for 
the 
death 
penalty, 
is 
attempting to prove Sirhan was 
capable of premeditating the 
shooting of Kennedy. It there­ 
fore would strenuously oppose 
introduction of the tape. 
Dr. Bernard Diamond, the 
psychiatrist 
who 
hypnotized 
Sirhan in his jail cell, was to 
continue testimony today for the 
defense. Using the technique of 
age regression, Diamond led the 
25»year-old 
Arab 
immigrant 
through 
the 
events 
of 
the 
assassination. 
Sirhan has contended on the 
witness stand he cannot remem­ 
ber shooting Kennedy. The first 
thing he recalled after blacking 
out 
was 
being choked. The 


tape of the hypnotic sessions 
ends with Sirhan reliving the 
actual shooting. There is a 
pause, then Sirlun gasps in 
pain, as if somebody had his 
hands around his neck. 
Chief Defense Attorney Grant 
B. Cooper would like to have 
Diamond hypnotize Sirhan again 
in 
court 
and 
re-enact 
the 
assassination before the jury, 
but it was unlikely Superior 
Court Judge Herbert V. Walker 
would agree. 
Diamond, a professor in law, 
criminology and psychiatry at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley, said Friday Sirhan 
went 
into a 
trance 
at the 
Ambassador Hotel shortly be­ 
fore the slaying June 5, 1968. 
Sirhan, gazing into the lights 
of a chandelier in the floor to 
ceiling mirrors of the Ambassa­ 
dor’s Versailles Room, in effect 
hypnotized himself and went 
into a “ disassociated state” 
where 
the 
bad side of his 
“ Jekyll and Hyde personality” 
took over, Diamond said. 
Diamond believes the trance 
was similar to ones Sirhan 
induced in the bedroom of his 
Pasadena home when he sat in 
front of a mirror with a candle 
before his face.

'Dear Abby 
Don't stand still 
over 'pot', 'acid' 


DEAR READERS: Rarely do I devote 
an entire column to one letter, but the 
seriousness of this problem has prompt­ 
ed me to do just that. 
So, if you’re 
looking for a laugh today, better skip 
DEAR ABBY. 
DEAR ABBY: 
Our son is a junior 
in high school, and he tells us that 
any kid in his school who wants “ grass' 
(marijuana) or even “ acid” (LSD) knows 
where he can get it. 
He has told us that so far he has 
never tried any of this stuff, but most 
of his friends have. When we asked him 
for the names of some of the kids who 
are selling it, he refused, saying he 
didn’t want to be a “fink” . 
He also said that we adults are making 
too big a thing over pot and acid — that 
it isn’t nearly as dangerous as we think 
it is. 
What are the facts. What can we tell 
our son? 
What should we do? 
CONCERNED PARENTS 


DEAR CONCERNED PARENTS: Tell 
him that a high school student who ex- 
pcuments with any mind-altering weed- 
or drug-is taking his life in his hands. 
Even in a time when moral absolutes 
are held to be old-fashioned, in this 
matter of “pot” or drugs for kicks, 
thrills, and new sensations, parents 
should not hesitate to say, “ THIS IS 
WRONG!” 
Hospitals and mental health 
clinics everywhere are filled udth the 
evidence. Amatuer experimentation with 
the brain cells makes no more sense than 
amateur heart surgery. 
When your son says marijuana, LSD, 
and other drugs are freely available 
around his high school he is undoubt­ 
edly telling the truth. When he says 
parents “ make too big a thing out of 
it” he is parroting the sales pitch of 
the pushers. 
The sad fact is that parents are des­ 
perately^ ill-equipped to cope with the 
pot and drug propaganda. 
For most 
of them it is something that is simply 
outside their experience. What are nice 
middle-aged people expected to know 
about something which in their child­ 
hood was confined to the lowest elements 
of society? 
You are correct in seeking “ the facts” . 
But the facts are not easy to come by. 
Science is just now getting around to 
serious research on the subject, and for 
too many kids it is a mathamatical cer­ 
tainty that the facts will come too late. 


About marijuana, this much is known: 
it is not physically addictive. Thepotculp 
capitalizes on this. But all it means is 
that marijuana does not require const­ 
antly increasing dosages to produce its 
mind bending effects, and that a pot 
user deprived of the weed does not get 
physically ill from withdrawal pangs. 
However, marijuana DOES tend to be­ 
come psychologically addictive for some. 
The evidence suggests that this kind of 
addiction is to the constant user what 
alcohol addiction is to the alcoholic. It 
is something less than a true addiction, 
as is heroin, but it is something more 
than a “ bad habit.” 
Marijuana now flooding the country is 
of varying degrees of potency, and (un­ 
like the standardized toxic content of 
alcoholic products) the varying potency 
produces varying effects. It can cause 
anxiety, confusion, impaired judgement, 
panic, temporary psychosis, and a feel­ 
ing of well being in the face of real 
danger. But the greatest threat of mari­ 
juana, and I cannot emphasize this too 
strongly is that IT PUTS CHILDREN 
IN TOUCH WITH THE DRUG TRADE, 
AND ANYONE WHO SELLS MARIJUANA 
TO CHILDREN WILL SELL THEM ANY- 
THING. 
AND THIS CAN BE THEIR 
INTRODUCTION 
TO THE 
HEAVIER 
STUFF, AND A PRELUDE TO A MEN- 
TAL BREAKDOWN, A SERIOUS ADDIC­ 
TION, OR BOTH. 
More recently, young addicts have 
taken alarmingly to yet another destroy­ 
er, Methadrine, known in the jargon as 
“ speed” and taken either orally or 
by injection. “Speed” is a jolUng stim­ 
ulant which can almost litterally burn 
out the nervous system and leave the 
victim a mental and physical wreck. 
The chain starts with the manjuana 
contact and the propaganda about parents 
“ making too much a thing of it.” Parents 
CAN’T make too big a tiling of it. Which 
brings us to Question No. 3. What should 
you do? 
MAKE A BIG THING OF IT! Consult 
your family doctor on the available 
scientific information. Have him talk 
man-to-man with your son, as back-up 
for your own talks with the boy. By 
all means talk with the school prin­ 
cipal. Find out his attitude and the 
attitude of the teachers. Whatever else 
you do, don’t make the mistake of 
doing nothing. 
Crossed fingers and 
prayers don't work! Yours for a health­ 
ier America.

A Job? 


Foot Forward, Gals 
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A chronic complaint of mine is that too 
many articles directed to those older 
wbmen wanting to go to work depict the 
business world as The Promised Land 
where the sidewalks are paved with golden 
opportunities. It sounds terrific, but many 
women find it just ain’t so. 


And there I was, expounding away, when 
a woman, an “ older” woman and the di­ 
rector of placement at an employment 
agency, suggested it wasn’t all one-sided. 
She says too many women arrive at her 
office, white gloves in hand and chip on 
shoulder, expecting to start in on the de­ 
partment head level. She offers these sug­ 
gestions to women who want to join the 
labor force. 


Prepare yourself. Take time to brush up 
on skills or learn new ones. If you can 
say specifically, “ I can do THIS” you have 
a head start. Adult classes at high schools 
as well as business schools, universities 
and vocational centers are available for 
almost everyone. On-the-job training is 
offered by some companies. 


Now, ask yourself these questions. Am 
I willing to work overtime or irregular 
hours? Can I live on the premises if neces­ 
sary? Can I live under a no-smoking rule? 
Will transportation be a problem? Am I 
adaptable? Can I (or will I) stand the 
pace? Oo I want to work alone or with a 
group? Can I accept supervision from 
someone younger? Is there a minimum 
salary I must receive? Be honest with 
yourself and your prospective employer 
about these things. 


How to look for a job? Ask friends about 
possible openings. Sign up with local em­ 
ployment services. Read the newspaper— 
not just the classified advertisement sec­ 
tion but the news stories. Sometimes, by 
noting businesses moving into the area, 
you can get in line before they open the 
personnel office. Check likely places to see 


if they hire directly or use an employment 
service. If they hire directly, telephone 
and ask for an interview. Because mam 
employers require tests, limit your job 
interviews to one or two each day so you’ll 
not miss appointments. 


If you want to put your best foot for­ 
ward, she says, have confidence in your 
ability and DO NOT apologize for your 
age. Wear a suit or dress in which you 
feel at ease. Your hair must be clean and 
neat, hands well-groomed, stockings not 
twisted. Leave your gum and cigarettes 
in your handbag*. If you wear glasses or a 
hearing aid. wear them during the inter­ 
view. 


Let the interviewer do the interviewing. 
However, you must talk enough so that he 
will have some opportunity to judge your 
personality. Ask questions but don’t chat­ 
ter away just because you are nervous. 
Also, do not apologize for being nervous— 
he already KNOWS it. 
Be prompt. Have patience. Expect to 
wait for your turn. Be able to explain why 
you a^e interested in this particular job 
with this particular company. Do some 
homework and know something about the 
firm—its size, its products or services and 
its employment policies. 


Take your Social Security card and any 
other evidence of particular qualification 
you have. Sometimes a personal resume 
is helpful. This gives your name, address, 
phone number and a brief summary of 
your education and business experience. 
Under “ experience” be certain to include 
volunteer work. 


Most important, know when the inter­ 
view is over and LEA VE. 


You got the job? Then don’t settle into 
a rut. Keep informed. You’ve come a long 
way and who says you ever have to stop.'

Give them 
a regular vacuum cleaning 
along with the floors. Once 
every season you may wish 
to take them apart for a 
more thorough cleaning. 
Keep the filter on the fur­ 
nace clean. Changing the air 
filter at the beginning of the 
h e a t i n g 
season 
is 
not 
enough. Imagine how much 
better the air would flow' 
through the system with no 
filter at all. Since that is 
impossible b e c a u s e dust 
would be blowing through 
your home all the time, do 
the next best thing by im­ 
peding the flow of air as 
little as possible. As a layer 
of dirt builds up on the air 
filter, less warm air enters 
the house and more of it 
goes up the chimney. The 
furnace 
works 
harder 
to 
heat the house to the desired 
thermostat setting. 
The blower should be kept 
cl ea n. With the p o w e r 
turned off or the thermostat 
turned to a low setting so 
that the furnace and blower 
will not go on, clean out all 
dirt. Dust and lint tend to 
a c c u m u l a t e on the fan 
blades, cutting down on their 
efficiency. 
Check the fan belt for 
wear. Make certain it is not 
too slack. R e p l a c e worn 
belts. 
Examine d u c t w o r k for 
leaks. Warm air escaping 
from seams in the ducts is 
warm air that is not heating 
your upstairs rooms. Seal 
these areas with special alu­ 
minum tape made for ducts. 
Dampers on ducts leading 
to various rooms control the 
flow of warm air to these 
rooms. If temperatures vary 
two or three degrees from 
the thermostat setting, try 
adjusting the dampers 
A 


damper full open will offer 
no hindrance to a flow of 
air. C l o s i n g slightly will 
close off the flow of air and 
at the same time cause 
more heat to be sent to an 
adjacent room. 
Make certain that the fan 
control (this is on the fur­ 
nace) is working properly. 
The t h e r m o s t a t in your 
house turns on the heat but 
there is an interval before 
the fan goes on. This is so 
that the fan does not dis­ 
tribute cold air to the house. 
When the air in the furnace 
is warm enough, the fan will 
go on if the control is prop­ 
erly set. Once the heat is 
off' the fan will continue for 
a few minutes to distribute 
the last bit of warm air. 
M a k i n g adjustments is 
the job of a trained man 
with proper equipment. But 
simple observation on your 
part will tell you if adjust­ 
ment is necessary. 
Check your thermostat if 
your house cools off too 
much before the f u r n a c e 
goes on and if it slays on too 
long. Rotate the control in 
either direction. If it moves 
through more than a couple 
of degrees before the fur­ 
nace goes on or off, some­ 
thing is wrong. If blowing 
out dust and wiping off con­ 
trols have no effect, install 
a new thermostat. They are 
inexpensive.

But it was not until the final 
lap that the curly-haired Ickx 
knew that he had shaken the 
final challenge of the shrieking 
fire-engine-red 
factory Ferr­ 
ari. 
Zooming into the lead as it 
sped past the pits with both the 
F errari 
and 
a 
challenging 
Porsche sidelined with suspen­ 
sion problems on the 205th lap, 
the GT40 never trailed again. 
Ickx said fiie “ big problem” 
making the GT40 slower than 
the F errari and Porsches was 
its weight. “ It’s too heavy.” 
But 
he 
said 
this 
weight 
proved an asset rather than a 
detriment 
over 
the 
bumpy 
concrete 
and 
asphalt 
road 
course. 
“ The course is very bumpy 
here and is very hard on the 
suspension 
system s,” 
Ickx 
said. 
Ickx, who was leading late in 
the Daytona 24-hour race last 
month only to smash his GT40 
into 
the 
wall 
and 
out 
of 
contention, said the car was 
never 
in 
trouble 
Saturday 
“ although I had a couple of 
excursions off the track at the 
hairpins.” 


In the final hour Ickx felt a 
tire slowly going flat but at tue 
time was uncertain whether it 
was tire or possible suspension 
trouble with the F errari driven 
by 
Chris 
Amon 
and Mario 
Andretti back on the course and 
trying to cut into his lead, Ickx 
hesitated to go into the pits and 
continued on the leaking tire for 
three laps. 
“ It was very difficult to stop 
when the Ferrari was soclose,” 
the sweaty Ickx told newsmen 
after the victory lane ceremon­ 
ies. 
But the pit crews found the 
tire to be the only problem and 
the GT40 whipped back onto the 
course in a matter of seconds, 
still in the lead. 


The Ferrari, making its first 
appearance here as a factory 
entry since 1965, was plagued 
by troubles throughout the race 
but the experienced and effi­ 
cient pit crew kept the blade­ 
nosed car on the track.

Bunning not afraid to face facts 


after last year's skid with Bucs

J in B u n n i n g , the skinny 
sidearm specialist with that big 
frightening followed through,’ 
rather 
enjoys being asked his 
opinion on what most other 
ballplayers would consider an 
extremely delicate subject, 
Bunning was always one to 
speak his mind and tell you 
exactly what he thought. He did 
it 
in

balmy days and 
probably will all his life so he 
sees no reason to change now. 
The Pittsburgh Pirates gave 
up four players to Philadelphia 
for him 15 months ago and felt 
so good about the deal that they 
took out an add in a Pittsburgh

“ You said we needed more 
pitching. Well, we went out and 
got it.” 
Traded In 1967 
The deal was made in mid- 
December of 1967. Bunning had 
not yet signed with the Phillies 
and it was being noised around 
he was going to ask them for 
$90,000. Whenever a ballplayer 
comes over to a new club it 
generally tries to make him 
happy. This comes under the 
heading 
of showing 
a new 
player 
he 
is really wanted 
showing him by the best means 
possible. With money. 
The 
Pirates paid Bunning 
somewhere between $85,000 and 
$90,000 last year because they 
felt they was getting what they 
needed most, a 20-game winner. 
Beset 
by 
one 
injury 
after 
another, Bunning never even 
came close. His record with the 


Pirates was 4-14 last season. 
The delicate question Jim 
Bunning doesnt mind answering 
at all now is whether he ever 
felt a little guilty walking up to 
the pay window last summer, 
making 
all 
that money 
and 
winning so few games? 
“ Look” , he says, sticking his 
jaw straight out, “ I never made 
a penny in this game I haven’t 
earned. I’ve always given it 100 
per cent and the money 1 got 
last 
year 
was only what 1 
earned all the years before. 
That’s 
the 
way 
this game 
works. That’s the program. I 
didn’t make it: 
I’m just following it. How 
about the substantial cut I took 
this year? 
What about that? 
You 
might 
say 
I’m being 
punished this year for what 
happened last year,” 
Bunning 
is 
getting 
about 
$75,000 now and that’s at least a 
$ 10,000 cut from last year. Still, 
there aren't too many pitchers 
around making that in either 
league and Bunning, starting his 
20th year in pro bail, doesn’t 
have to be drawn any pictures. 
He knows they don’t pay $75,000 
to pitcher who win only four 
games. He knows if he doesn’t 
win for the Pirates, and win 
quickly, he’s gone. 
“ There’s no question in my 
mind,” says the freckled right­ 
hander, who has won 196 games 
in the majors, been named to 
nine all-star teams and pitched 
a perfect game five years ago.

All the hard work in 
the world couldn’t do it for him 
last year when he failed to pitch 
200 innings for the first time in 
12 years. 
Bunning got off on the wrong 
foot 
in 
April by tearing a

That was on his 
right side. A pulled hamstring 
on his left side topped off the 
entire wonderful year. “ What 
can you say about a year like 
that?”

Braves had failed to deal him 
away to the New York Mets. 
Torre, who had been at sword’s 
point 
with 
Braves 
general 
manager Paul Richards over 
his part in the spring players’ 
strike, was as unhappy with the 
Braves as they were with him, 
but the Cards promptly gave 
the big slugger a raise and now 
he’s all smiles. 
Pinson 
brings 
a lifetime 
batting 
average of .296 to the 
Cardinals as the replacement 
for Maris. If he can hit up to 
those figures, he could team 
with Lou Brock and Curt Flood 
to give the Cards one of the best 
outfields of modern times that 
it will be one of the fastest 
outfields of modern times that 
is going to take a lot of base 
hits away from other teams. 
Right behind the top three as 
No. 1 backup outfielder is big 
Jim Hicks, who hit 23 homers 
with a .366 batting average at 
Tulsa. 
Important as the acquisitions 
of Torre and Pinson were, the 
Cards’ addition of the three new 
pitchers 
could be a bigger 
factor in this year's pennant 
race.

Maurice Podoloff Cup 
doesn't enliven the disclosure. 
It wasn’t even close. A poll of 
all NBA players by NEA pro­ 
vided the kind of landslide you 
only read about in Southern 
California* He totaled 310points 
in a 5-3-1 voting tabulation. 
W illis Reed of New York was, 
as they say, a distant second 
(137) while Philadelphia’s Bil­ 
ly Cunningham (130) ran third. 
Bill Russell of Boston, a five­ 
time MVP, 
was 
fourth (93), 
followed by Elgin Baylor of Los 
Angeles (89). 
It was Unseld, a brawny 6- 
foot-7, 
245-pound center, who 
stepped in and led Baltimore 
from the bottom of the NPA’s 
Eastern Division to the top. 
Something of a question mark 
before the season began des­ 
pite his reported $300,000 con­ 
tract, Unseld quickly quelled all 
fears that he might be too slow 
or too small to play center in the 
NBA.

If you really want to know how rotten America is, don’t 
read the underground protest press. Tune into Radio Moscow. 
Here is what the Russians had to say about the hospital 
ship HOPE, which recently concluded a 10-month medical mis­ 
sion to Ceylon: 
“The ship HOPE has actually brought no hope for cure to 
Ceylon and the vicinity, but only mortal danger. The floating 
carrier of death is the name the ship is given by the people 
of the countries where she has already been. Wherever the 
ship HOPE appears there are sudden outbreaks of epidemics. 
“ People suffer and die from severe diseases. For instance, 
in 1963, when the HOPE was close to the shores of Indo­ 
nesia, there were outbreaks of cholera and smallpox in the 
cities of Sourabaya, 
Malang and Solo. It was established that 
the American medics who had come there had carried out 
secret experiments on the local population with some sort of 
new vaccines and drugs. 
“ After the ship HOPE called at Guinea there was a sharp 
growth in mortality from poliomyelitis there. After a similar 
visit to Senegal there was an outbreak of yellow fever. In Nic­ 
aragua 
a severe form of meningitis spread, from which

people died or became mental cases for life, following a visit 
of the HOPE. 
“ The ship is actually a floating branch of the world-no­ 
torious 
American center for chemical and bacteriological 
warfare in Fort Detrick, Mayland, U.S.A..” 
During the HOPE’S stay in Ceylon, its staff treated more 
than 1,700 
patients aboard ship and, with Ceylonese doctors, 
conducted 1,280 
operations. More than 3,000 patients were 
treated in the ship’s dental department and some 70,000 chil­ 
dren were immunized against diptheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus. 
When the ship left for its home base of Philadelphia on Febru­ 
ary 10, more than 20,000 people from all over the little coun­ 
try came to say goodby. At an official reception, the prime 
minister of Ceylon had previously presented Dr. William B. 
Walsh, founder of HOPE, with an inscribed silver platter on 
behalf of the people of his country. 
Evidently the Ceylonese don’t understand Russian, even in 
translation. Or perhaps they are aware that when it comes to 
Communist 
propaganda, vilification is the sincerest form of 
flattery. 


Ace up city ’s budget sleeve 


Observers of the local scene are in 
agreement that the mood of the taxpay­ 
er at the moment is not one that lends 
itself to a bright outlook for future bond 
issues nor one that appreciates politi­ 
cians who vote to raise taxes. 
What with the cost of living spiraling 
upward faster than a Vandenberg missile 
(it 
cost 
$12.10 to­ 
day to buy what $10 
bought last year); the 
interest rate on money 
in hot pursuit, and the 
value of the dollar 
about as stable as the 
legs of an eight-marti- 
ni 
tippler, 
it’s no 
wonder 
the 
natives 
in the middle class 
jungle 
are 
getting 
restless. They are rapidly awakening 
to the fact that the backbone is being 
squeezed right out of the middle class. 
If you have no middle class you have no 
economy at all. 
Added to this taxpayers’ dilemma is 
the promise of another 77-cent tax hike 
by the schools and possibly more from 
the county as budget time rolls around. 
It is in this unpredictable and heated 
dollar climate that the Lompoc 
City 
Council is preparing to launch a pro­ 
gram seeking voter approval of a half­ 
million bond issue to finance a new 
fire station. 
Regardless of the need for a new sta­ 
tion, and most will agree the need is 
great, the prospects of selling Mr. Joe 
Shortdollars on the idea that he should 
tax himself more for any reason is go­ 
ing to be no easy task. 
However, the City Council just may 
have an ace up its budget sleeve. 
Several years ago, during Fiscal Year 
1965-1966, the City Council voted a ten- 
cent tax increase to be placed intoa Civ­ 


ic Center Acquisition Fund. The ten- 
cent yields about $30,000 annually. The 
tax still is in effect although the fund 
was depleted to finance the new libra­ 
ry. 
Should council elect the ten-cent tax 
already in existence could be used to 
retire the bonds. Council then could go 
to the people asking them to approve 
the bond issue with the promise that it 
would cost them nothing in new proper­ 
ty taxes. It would prove to be a strong 
selling 
point, especially when linked 
to the fact that if the new facility im­ 
proves the city’s fire insurance rating, 
home owners actually would save about 
$3 annually on their fire insurance prem­ 
ium. 
In his report to council, City Adminis­ 
trator Gene Wahlers pointed out that it 
would take 
about 
1 ¿-cents to finance 
a bond issue of $500,000. If that is a 
reasonably firm figure and Council ap-

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Time game 


SAIGON — Secretaries of Defense have 
come and gone in the nearly eight years 
of this Americanized war, with full pomp 
and ceremony, and in the end the impact 
more often than not has been that of a 
feather falling gently on velvet. Melvin 
Laird, speaking privately not only with 
the authority of his office but with a 
shrewd 
knowledge of how short is the 
grace period for the Nixon administra­ 
tion, made a deep impression. 
In talking with President Nguyen Van 
Thieu and the top Viet­ 
namese 
he 
put 
it 
firmly 
but 
politely. 
Yes, 
he 
said, 
we 
have a new adminis­ 
tration 
in Washing­ 
ton. 
We 
have some 
time. 
No 
one 
can 
say 
how much time. 
It may be as little as 
six months, possibly 
10 months. 
Laird meant, of course, the deadline 
for beginning the withdrawal of Amer­ 
ican troops, and thereby demonstrating 
that the war can gradually be brought to 
an end. In light of the shortness of the 
grace period before the Nixon adminis­ 
tration is saddled with the onus of the 
war as was the Johnson administration, 
this is one of the most delicate and dif­ 
ficult moments in the long and tragic 
conflict. 
The uncertainty lies in what this re­ 
porter is convinced is a little understood 
fact — a situation revealed by tireless 
winnowing of intelligence reports. The 
Communist 
offensive of the National 
Liberation Front and North Vietnam that 
began on Feb. 23 is being deliberately 
limited. The resources of men and wea­ 
pons the Communists have at their com­ 
mand could stir up almost as much of a 
storm as in the Tet offensive a year ago. 
While in the end they would be stopped, 
they could give United States - South 
Vietnamese 
forces a very bad time. 
The question is whether they mean to 
continue to limit this offensive. If they 
do, then in the view of the highest Amer­ 
ican authority here there is no reason 
why troop withdrawals cannot be plan­ 
ned to begin some time in the late 
summer or early fall. 
That is the American intention as from 
day to day, from hour to hour, the offen­ 
sive is monitored. The Communists 
have more than 40,000 troops 
within 
45 miles of Saigon. They have not mov­ 
ed those trooos up for an attack on the 
capital. 
If they were to be committed to ani 
all-out assault, if the sporadic rocket­ 
ing of the cities should be greatly in­ 
creased, all bets on withdrawal would 
be off. President Nixon would be com­ 
pelled to retaliate in one way or anoth­ 
er. The war would again seem to be 
endless, with the fearful drain of men 
and resources continuing into an inde­ 
finite future. 
The pertinent question is why the Com­ 
munists should deliberately limit their 
offensive. American officials reply that, 
while they have the resources for a much 
more extended attack, they are hurt­ 
ing. 
They lost in the big Tet offensive 
a year ago and subsequently 
in small 
offensives in May-June and September 
large numbers of hard-core Viet Cong 
thoroughly familiar with the terrain 
and the people in the south where they 
were operating. They have been replaced 
by young and inexperienced North Viet­ 
namese 
far 
less 
capable of con­ 
ducting an offensive and sustaining the 
morale of forces driven so hard for so 
long. 
But let’s say for the sake of argument 
that this appraisal by American offi­ 
cialdom is, as frequently in the past, 
an exercise in wishful thinking. There 
would still be a reason for limiting the 
current attack/ Having established that 
they can launch an offensive at any time 
they choose, which almost no one in the 
south denies, they can be holding the 
present attack to a relatively moderate 
limit to open the way for a compromise 
settlement of the war. 
They think in terms not of one year or 
two or three years but of decades. There­ 
fore, with even a minority position in the 
government in South Vietnam they could 
anticipate that in five years or 10 years 
after the Americans had moved out, they 


could achieve their goal of control of all 
Vietnam. 
During this 
interval 
they 
could take full advantage of the American 
aid offer to rebuild the stricken coun­ 
try. 
President Thieu has said publicly that 
he anticipates the withdrawal of up to 
100.000 American troops this year. That 
is roughly double the number being con­ 
sidered in American planning. One di­ 
vision with support troops — between 
40.000 and 50,000 — is currently con­ 
templated. It would be made plain, how­ 
ever, that this is only a beginning. 
Conceivably 
the 
withdrawal 
could 
come at President Thieu’s request. He 
never speaks of withdrawal but of re­ 
placement of American units with South 
Vietnam units. In a recent talk with a 
high American official he remarked, 
“ We are so strong now that we can af­ 
ford to take some bacteria into our sys­ 
tem.” This was interpreted as meaning 
that his government could stand the in­ 
corporation of Communist elements, 


presumably in a compromise settle­ 
ment. 
American officialdom makes a deter­ 
mined case for a greatly strengthened 
South Vietnam — a million men drafted 
into the army, another million in the self- 
defense force, territorial security far 
more pervasive. The Communists called 
for a massive outpouring in Saigon to 
back the present offensive. Thus far it 
has not happened. 


Yet, if the government is so strong, 
why should the Buddhist monk, Thich 
Thien Minh, be sentenced to 15 years in 
prison, to the embarrassment of Amer­ 
ican officialdom, 
for 
harboring de­ 
serters and for subversive acts? That 
kind of heavy-handed behavior stirs the 
old skepticism that in the past has seen 
so many widely heralded pretensions 
reduced to a hollow echo of frustration 
and futility.

The Federal Aviation Administration 
has recently released “ Aviation Fore­ 
casts, Fiscal Years 1969-1980” and it ap­ 
pears that the industry has nowhere to go 
but up. 
For example, here are a few of the 
forecasts showing the heights they will 
reach: 
In 1980, airlines 
w i l l 
be carrying 
some 
470 
million 
passengers, 
more 
than three times the 
fiscal 1968 total of 
152.6 
million, re­ 
flecting an average 
annual growth rate 
of 10 per cent. 
This, according to 
the report, is a con. 
servative estimate. In 1968, passenger 
traffic increased 20.7 per cent over 
the previous year. In the 1964-68 per­ 
iod, average annual growth was 16,5 
per cent. 
More than 90 per cent of the 3,600 
airline planes in use will be jets, com­ 
pared to slightly more than 50 per cent 
in 1968, 
The general aviation (nonairline) fleet 
will number 
214,000 
and production 
of civil aircraft will reach nearly 34,000 
a year, both figures almost double the 
1968 totals. 
Use of jet fuel will zoom from 6,2 
billion gallons in 1968 to 16,9 billion 
in 1980, and aviation gasoline consume 
tion will go from 642 million to 835 
million gallons. 
With more planes in the air, the num­ 
ber of take-offs and landings at FAA 
controlled airports will rise to 171.5 
million, more than triple the 53 million 
in 1968. 


The County Health Department reports 
that in 1968, 4,446 births occurred in our 
county as compared to 1.913 deaths.

Another bit of statistics showed a to­ 
tal of 15 cases of animal rabies re­ 
ported in the county from 1950 through 
1966: 1950 (2 dogs), 1951 (2 skunks), 
1952 (1 dog), 1956 (2 skunks), 1961 (l 
bat, 1963 (1 bat), 1965 (3 bats), 1966 
(1 fox) and 1 cat and 1 bat in 1967. 
The threat of rabies outbreak in Santa 
Barbara County is continually before us, 
the Health Department states, since a 
large portion of our dog population is 
unvaccinated. Estimates place the total 
reservoir of unvaccinated dogs at approx» 
imately 20 per cent.

MARCH 27, 1942
